1. At the present time AEDEPOT has ^ trained agent assets 
under contract and 13 others who, it is estpeoted, will saccessfully 
complete the current training program and will he available for target 
purpoees. The change in target requirements facilitates a broader and 
more thorough coverage than has been possible previously. 

Z, It is expected that the current CINCEUR requirements will 
be covered in the following manner. (Priority is being given to 
Class I targets and when current agent assets, now in training, are 
available or surplus agent assets exist, they will be targeted against 
the Class in priority targets.) 

a. Target SR/6, SR/ 26 (III), four agent assets. (AEDEPOT 
numbers 15, 35, 42, 47) 

b. Target SR/7 and SR/ 27, nine agent assets. (AEDEPOT 
numbers 48 , 49 , 50 , 45. 11, 23 , 27 , 31, 36) 

c. Target SR/3, six agent assets. (AEDEPOT numbers 
37, 5, 12, 16, 28, 30) 

d. Target SR/ 2, SR/13 (SI), and SR/16, two agent assets. 
(AEDEPOT numbers 14, 17) 

e. Target SR/4, SR/5, and SR/IB, SR/19 (IS), eleven agent 
assets. (AEDEPOT numbers 41, 43, 44, 32, 29, 10, 13, 
18, 19, 21. 24) 

f. Target SR/12 (IS), one agent asset. (AEDEPOT 3) 

g. Target SR/i (IS), SR/8, SR/9, SR/10, SR/14, SR/15, 

SR/ 24, and SR/ 25, five agent assets. AEDEPOT numbers 
1, 9, 20, 22, 33). 
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h. Target SE/17 and SR/20> one agent asset. (A£D£POT 
number 7) 

i. Target SR/ 11 and SR/21, (one recruited agent asset 
in 1961) 

3. It should be noted that one agent asset is slated against an 
AliCOM target requiremeat^£D£POT number 46) » thus there remain 
four agent assets (A£ID£POt numbers 26, 40, 51, 52) who are 
currently not slotted against any specific targets but could be employed 
against targets in Armenia or the Central Asian areas of the USSR.
